2. Claims 1-44 are currently pending in this application. Claims 1, 9, 18, 20, 35, 38, 
and 42 are independent claims. 

Election/Restrictions

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
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Inventions I through III are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable 
together in a single combination.
